While as a result of the 
plan adopted by the Coal 
Miners’ International Convention 
yesterday, there will be no ecoun- 
try-wide strike of the bituminous 
miners, - President T.'L. Lewis, of 
the miners declared today just be- 
fore leaving the cit) for Indian- 
apolis, that ‘Pennsylvania and 
Illinois will be completely tied up.’’ 
‘I think most of the Ohio dis- 
tricts will be at worn after April 
1,” President Lewis said. “Ohio is 
one of the states in whigh the 
operators can sign up by districts 
or even sub-districts and I think 
, one of the first to sign will be the 
big Hocking district.” 











Four hundred thousand coal miners 
will strike for increased wages April 1, 
shutting @down 2000 mines in the district 
between the soft coal fields of Western 
Pennsylvania and the western borders 


of Oklahoma, according to A. J..Moors- 
head, ‘president of ‘the Ittindls” Coary”™ 


Operators Association. 

The strike will continue for at least 
30 days, and probably 60 days, Moors- 
head says. Every mine in Illinois will 
be closed, pending an adjustment of the 
wage scale. 

The miners are working under sched- 
ules which enable them to earn $3.50 
to $4 for a day of eight hours. They de- 
mand an increase of 10 cents a ton, 
which, if granted, would increase their 
wages to $4 and $4.50 a day. The coal 
operators Say the demands of the min- 
ers are prohibitive and cannot be grant- 
ed. 

About 75,000 miners in Illinois will lay 
down their tools Thursday and refuse 
to work again until a new wage sched- 
ule is signed. It its éstimated that the 
2000 mines in Pennsylvania, Ohio, West 
Virginia, Indiana, TIllinois, Missouri, 
Kansas and Oklahoma that will be shut 
down produce from 1,500,000 to 1,750,000 
tons of coal a day. 

To Lose $90,000,000 Wages. . 

The loss to the strikers in wages will 
be about $1,500,000 a day. If the strike 
continues 60 days, their loss in wages 
will aggregate $90,000,000. Estimating 
that their are five persons th the fami- 
lies of each of the 400,000 coal miners, at 
least 2,000,000 people will be directly af- 
fected by the strike, 

Moorshead, who is president of the 
Madison Coal Corporation, employing 
2300 miners, declares St. Louis business 
interests will not suffer for fuel if the 
strike doés not! continue more than 60 
days. The railroads have all laid in a 
two-months’ supply. 

The United Railways Co, has pur- 
chased an enormous supply of coal in 
anticipation of the strike. Other big 
consumers in St. Louis have bought 
heavily. The winter over-production of 
the Illinois mines, Moorshead says, is 
ample for the Supply of all present 
needs in St. Louis. 

President Moorshead has called a 
meeting of the Joint Scale Committee 
of the Illinois operators and miners at 
Chicago Monday. The operators will 
confer with the representatives of the 
miners’ unions, but they do not expect 
to reach an immediate agreement. 

Cannot Be Averted. 

“There is no possible way that I can 
see to avert a strike of at least thirty 
or sixty days,” said President Moors- 
head to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘“‘We 
have had a nine-days’ conference with 
the miners, and disagreed on 13 of ths 
34 demands they are making. I do not 
anticipate an early agreement. 

“Our contracts with the United Mine 
Workers of America expire March 31. 
The miners wil! not work until their 
contracts are renewed. 

“We cannot pay the wages demanded 
and compete with the non-union coal of 
West Virginia and Pennsylvania, and 
the gas and fuel oil of Oklahoma and 
Kansas. There are 65,000 non-union 
miners in West Virginia, producing 4,- 
000,000 tons of coal annually. The non- 
union miners of Pennsylvania produce 
approximately 35,000,000 tons of coal. 
With this 80,000,000 tons of coal on the 
market the coal operators Who have to 
pay the union wage cannot af- 
ford to grant the increases demanded 
by the union miners:

Cyclones Are Mussing Up 


) Old Sdl’s Face in a Shame- 


ful Fashion. 





“There is a .mighty uproar in the 
heavens,”” said Father Martin 8S. Bren- 
nan Wednesday, translating a line from 
Schiller. Thé astronomer-priest of SS. 
Mary and Joseph’s Church has been pe- 
rusing the firmament this week with his 
telescope, and finds there a remarkable 
synchronism of omens. 

“Especially on the sun,” sald. Father 
Brennan,‘ ‘‘is there a tumult and tur- 
moil which is awful. On Monday I saw 
four sun-spot® sweeping across the orb, 
and at noon, Tuesday, there was a vast 
spot at the center of the sun—a yawn- 
ing. gulf 60,000 miles in diameter. 

‘“~ gun-spot i& caused by a solar 
cyclone which whirls across the face 


of the sun with immense velocity. At 
last the rotary energy of the whirlwind 
becgmes so terrific that it explodes and 
huris its fragments of incandescent 
gases ‘for hun@reds of thousands of 
miles into space. © | 

Sun’s Soil Torn Up. 

“Tike a tree uprooted in.a tornado. 
quantities of ‘soil,’ if'I may so term the 
million-degree constituency of the sun, 
eling to the ‘roots’ of the cyclone. The 
hole made by the convulsion is what we 
eall @ sun-spot. The force exerted is 
shown by the fact that these cavities 
are sometimes 100,000 miles across.”’ 

The solar “explosions’’ which caused 
Father Brennan’s sun-spots were wit- 
nessed by Prof. Edwin F. Frost, with 
the great Yerkes telescope at William 
Bay, Wis. 

‘Eruptions darted from the surface 
of the sun like skyrockets,”’ is the way 
Prof. Frost describes the gigantic scene. 
“One of them shot out to a length of 
150,000 miles. It then wrenched itself 
free from the main body and sped 
through space,.a streamer of luminous 
gas not unlike a comet. Before it was 
quenched in the absolute cold of space 
it had reached a distance from the sun 
of about 260,000 miles. 

, Causes Aurora Borealis, 

Father Brennan says the unheavals 
on the sun are the ‘cause of a mag- 
nifeent display of aurora borealis pbe- 
held in Chicago Tuesday night, for the 
first time in three years. 

“The activity of the Northern Lights, , 
said he, “corresponds exactly to the 
prevalence of spots on the sun. Solar 
convulsions are accompanied by the gent 
eration of enormous electrical forces, 
which affect the earth magnetically and 
cause the electric discharges which we 
éall the Aurora Borealis.’ : 

im addition to these portents, Halley’s 
pomet is swiftly nearing the earth and 
will soon be visible to the naked eye,

of all ithese omens would have caused 
world-wide terror and  deprecatory 
prayers in all churches.

DRIVERS VICTIMS 


Blacks Seize Motorists, Ev- 
erybody Testifies, Costs 
Heavy.

Brooklyn, Ill.. a negro town north of 
East St. Louis, has found a new source 


of public revenue and private profit in 


arresting automobile drivers and run- 
ning up fines and wijness fees—particu- 
larly the latter. oan 

Edward F. Goltra, millionaire iron 
man, and George M. Faught, a wealthy 
young dealer in. motor supplies, are two 
of the St. Louisans who have had the 
experience of being arrested, tried and 
fined by negroes for violating the speed 
ordinance of the East Side Afro-Ameri- 
can community. They paid their fines 
and the heavily multiplied costs, rather 
than to take any chance of going to the 
little negro jail: 

Pleas of ilty are not wanted by the 
negro judge and the officials of the 
Brooklyn court. Instead, they insist on 
hearing witnesses, numbering the great- 
er part of the town’s male population. 
Then the witness fees, 60 cents for each 
one, @re included with the costs, and 
must be paid by the unlucky motorist. 

Those who have been paralyzed in this 
manner declare that St. Louis County, 
in Jack Sturdy’s palmiest days, never 
had a trap for automobilistg which 
would compare with the one rigged up 
by the Brooklyn negroes. 

Thought It Was Holdup. 

Goltra ts out of the city, but G. O. 
Wynn, his chauffeur, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednescay how ithe 
trap was sprung on the capifalist. 

“I was driving Mr. Goltra back to 
town from+ Jacksonville, Ill,” said 
Wynn. “It was about ll p. m. when 
we reached Brooklyn, and a negro 
jumped out in front of us, began wav- 
ing a lantern and c gun at us.’ 

“We thought it was,a held-up of the 
real sort, but he told us we were under 
arrest and we then learned it was an- 
other sort of hold-up. We weren't go- 
ing over 18 miles an hour, as the roads 
are rough. 

“We were taken down the road to a 
house where they held court. A ndgro 
judge sat behind an old table and there 
was some sort ofa prosecutor dnd then 
another negro pleaded for us. But the 
funniest thing about it was that about 
% negroes all testified that they had 
seen us coming at a high rate of speed. 
One of these negroes I had heard talk- 
ing outside the courtroom, asking what 
was up and on being told, he came in 
promptly and Was sworn in asa wit- 
ness. 

Fine $5; Costs $15. 

“Mr. Goltra was only fined $5, but the 
‘witness fees ran up to something like 
$15." 

In Faught’s case, the Brooklynites 
fined everyone in the car. Faught was 
coming back to St. Louis last Saturday 
afternoon after a short run over the 
roads on the East Side, and his wife 
and a friend were with him. 

“The man who arrested us,” said 
Faught, “was a white man, the only one 
I saw in the town. He took us into the 
improvised court and the negro Judge 
fined each of us In the car & I had to 
leave two watches over there as secirity 
in order to get away. The witness 
amounted to $13." .

Another charge of neglect of duty is 
that Police Chief failed to bring charges 
against Former Special Officer Patrick 
Vv. Cahill, who was known in the de- 
partment as “Creecy’s pet’’ and the 
“Beau Brummel of the force.” Cahill, 
the founder of the Buckingham Club 
“grub squad,” Was recently dismissed 
cn charges. 

The arraignment alleged’ that from 
February, 1907, Creecy was aware that 
Cahill was in the habit of associating 
with “undesirable characters, gamblers, 
thieves and pi¢kpockets, and drinking 
in saloons with them; and that he had 
been charged by keepers of resorts with 
accepting money from them for police 
protection.” Nevertheless, according to 
the charges, Creecy failed to cause 
Cahill’s arraignment before the Police 
Board. 

Creecy is accused of accepting a pres- 
ent from Healy, a subordinate, without 
the authority of the police commission- 
ers, on April 15, 1908, in defiance of 
Section 1, Article 18 of the police man- 
ual. , 

This gift, as was first told in the 
Post-Dispatch, was a cravenette over- 
coat purchased by Healy, at an Olive 
Street clothing store and taken to 
Creecy by a clerk at the store, who 
was instructed by the former secretary 
to put his (Healy’s) card in the pocket 
of the garment. 

Charge of Insubordination. 

The final charge, under the head of 
insubordination, alleges that Creecy, 
in an interview published in the Post- 
Dispatch on Jan. 29, 1910, referred. 
disrespectfully to the Police Commis- 
sioners and criticised their conduct 
of the inquiry into the police fund 
shortage, 

In the interview Creecy declared that 
Commissioner Bland, Chief of Detect- 
ives Smith and Maj. McDonnell were 
trying to ‘‘get’’ him, and compared the 
progress of the investigation to a 
“mountatn which labors and brings 
forth a mouse.”” He also declared ther. 
were “hounding him.” 

The Commissioners declare that while 
no formal charge is made concerning 
Creecy’s alleged action in telephoning 
Healy, through his wife, the daily prog- 
ress of the investigation into his books, 
this matter will be thoroughly ventilat- 
ed at the trial.

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LAW TO MAKE DEALERS PAY 
FULL GRAIN WEIGHT UPHELD 


JEFFERSON. CITY, March 30.—The 
Supreme Court en bane today’upheld the 
law passed by the State Legislature last 
winter requiring all cars of grain, hay, 
étce., to be paid for at actual weight. 
The custom of the Board of Trade at 
Kansas City and the Merchants’ Ex- 
change in St. Louis has been to deduct 
100 pounds from the weight of each car 
for dirt, foreign substances, etc. After 
this all cars must be paid for at actual] 
weight. 

Upholding the law, Judge Gantt said: 
“Without further elaboration, we are of 
the opinion that this act is a valid one 
and it wisely aimed to prevent unjust 
and unfair practices and to repeal and 
nullify a rule of the Board of Trade 
which is unjust and contrary to good 
morals and fair dealings and the act 
offends against no provision of the Con- 
stitution.” Judge Valliant, Fox and 
Graves dissented.

Shipyard mechanics were’ steadily 
‘knocking out the steel blocks and ram- 
ming down the shores that held the 
new captive on the ways ‘ 

At 11:30 o’clock the warntea signal was 
sounded and the workmen hurried out 
from beneath the hull. Then the ship 
was held on the ways by only the “‘sole”’ 
pieces, two heavy pieces of oak timber 
that fastened the sliding launching 
cradle to the stocks. Four workmen 
armed with big saws began Sawing these 
pieces. 

Suddenly there were cries of ‘“She’s 
off.’’ The massive hulk trembled and 
then began to move. With smiling face 
and right arm extended fully, Miss Nu- 
gent sent the ribbon-bedecked hottle of 
champagne crashing against the prow, 
exclaiming: ‘I christen thee City of 
St. Louis! May God be with thee!’’ 

Amid the cheers of the crowd and the 
shrieks of a dozen steam whistles, the 
hull glided down the ways, gathering 
speed as it went. Finally the ship was 
safely afloat and was caught by tugs 
and towed to one of the yard piers, 
where the finishing touches are to be 
made.

BEING ORGANIZED: 
IN SECRET UNION 


Conductors and Motormen 
Asked to Pay $1 Initiation 
Fee to Association. 


? 


TO NUMBER MEMBERS 


Object of Organization Is to 
Get Increased Pay for Trol- 
ley Employes. 


A street car employes’ union, with the 
immediate purpose of demanding in- 
creased wages, is being organized un- 
der the leadership of Owen Miller, presi- 
dent of the Missouri State Federation 
of Labor and former head of the Cen- 
tral Trgdes and Labor Union, 

Conductor and motormen who send $1 
initiation fee are being enrolled by 
number, not by name, as members of 
Division No. 659 of the Amalgamated 
Association of Street and Electric Rail- 
way Employes of America. 

St. Louis street car men have not been 
organized, since the disastrous strike of 
1900, into any body affiliated with other 
labor organizations. A union was organ- 
ized by the company some years ago, 
but it was chiefly of a social character 
and it has never taken any action on 
the wage scale. 

Membership to:Be Secret. 

The organizers of the new union say 
that a majority of St. Louis’ street car 
men work for 2 cents. an hour. Offi- 
cilals of the company say this is the 
minimum, and that a system of annual 
increases, in force for several years 
past, has placed the older employes sev- 
eral cents above this scale. 

The circulars were sent through the 
mails to street car men, whose names 
were taken from the City Directory. 
Each ecard is numbered, and one part is 
to be returned with the initiation fee, 
the other being retained as a receipt. 
Names, the letter states, are not wanted 
until later. 

The utmost assurances are given in 
Miller’s letter that no man will im- 
peril his job by enrolling himself in the 
union. No one will know that any in- 
dividual is a member, the letter states, 
unless the man himself tells of it, and, 
the letter adds, ‘‘we presume you are 
not foolish enough to do that.” 

Wages Higher in Other Cities. 
The Jetter calls attention to the higher 
wages paid in East St. Louis, Chicago 
and other cities, potn large and small, 
where the street car men are organ- 
ized. Wages in St. Louis, it is stated, 
are practically what they were a aecade 
ago in spite of the increased cost of liv- 
ing. 

The strike of 1900 followed the union- 
izing of the street-car men and was a 
sequel of the consolidation of all the 
lines except the Suburban system under 
the St. Louis Transit Co. It resulted 





in a costly. victory for the company, 
and was followed by the reorganiza- 
tion of the property as the United 
Railways Co. Falling in the summer of 
the census year, the strike caused busi- 
ness stagnation. Thirteen persons were 
killed in the strike.

Vardaman say that his 
name will be mentioned in the grand 
jury inquiry.

An important reduction of the passen- 
ger rates for Bermuda trips is an- 
nounced by the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Co. The company offers a first- 
class round-trip passage to Bermuda for 
$20, which is a reduction of $10 from the 
minimum rate heretofore charged. The 
high-priced rooms on the steamer Oro- 
tava, have been reduced from $8 to 
$40. The Orotava leayes New York ev- 
ery Wednesday for Bermuda. This is 
the most desirable season for a visit 
to Bermuda, as the return to the Unit- 
ed States after a Southern cruise is not 
attended by the severe change in tem- 
perature that obtains during mid-winter, 
and the flowers in Bermuda are in full 
bloom in April and May.

| States. We say this advisedly, because the reply 


of Adolphus Busch to the Post-Dispatch’s inquiry 
concerning his reported intention to endow it 
‘diberally shows his readiness to help with his 
usual large generosity. Mr. Busch refers to the 
ereditable ambition of President Brookings of the 
University’s Board of Trustees to make its medi- 
cal department the best. It is evident that he 
looks upon the plan favorably. But a large sum 
of money would be required to thoroughly equip 
the department for leadership so Mr. Busch in- 
vites the co-operation of other citizens. 

It is gratifying to note that the aim of Messrs. 
Brookings and Busch is not merely to build up 
a medical school for the turning out of physi- 
cians and surgeons. They have a larger purpose. 
They want to make it a center of original re- 
search for the use of men who devote themselves 
to the science related to medicine and surgery. 
For this purpose there must be provided the ex- 
perimental resources of the finest laboratories. On 
its staff must be the leading scientific investiga- 
tors who are independently pushing forward the 
work of scientific research. Nothing less than the 
best equipment in laboratories and the finest staff 
of instructors and investigators will attract stu- 
dents of the best type; that is, students who do. 
not want merely to equip themselves with the 
means to live, but students who love learning for 
its own sake and who are imbued with a passion 
for truth. It must attract young men who them- 
selves want to become leaders and teachers of 
men. ; 

The desire to develop an institution of this 
kind is a worthy ambition. It would be a notable 
and profitable addition to the already extraordi- 
nary educational equipment of St. Louis, It would 
serve mankind. The invitation to co-operate in 
building it ought to be attractive to other St. 
Louisans. It is worth a great effort.

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WHEN IS A QUART A QUART? 

Congressman Peters‘is the father of a bill 
which aims to stop fluctuations in the size of 
fruit baskets. It seems absurd enough that the 
national legislature should find it necessary to 
make a law declaring that a quart is a quart. 
But it seems worth while. ee | 

In the matter of fruit baskets a quart is any- 
thing but a “dry quart even full, 67 2-10 cubic 
inches.” A pounds as likely not to be a pound. 
A prosaic official known to Chicago grocers as 
“the terrible Swede” has been proving it. He 
has found that quart milk bottles don’t hold a 
quart, that hucksters measure their thumbs and 
grocers habitually weigh the sugar scoop with 
the sugar.

This “terrible Swede,” by maintaining the sim- 
ple proposition that a quart is a quart has caused 
consternation in select retail.circles. How. is it 
in St. Louis? What would be the result of in- 
sistence that a pound contains 16 ounces? Suppose 
a perfunctory testing of weighing and measuring 
devices were supplanted by the “terrible Swede’s” 
system of making purchkas s first and doing tne 
testing afterwards. How does the ultimate con- 
sumer fare when a quart is not a quart and a 
pound is not what it seems?

He said that Mrs. Moody’s testimony at 
the start of the inquest that her broth- 
er-in-law, Ott, had eaten a portion of 
the hamburger steak that caused 
Moody’s death, was corroborated by 
Ott. 

Discrepancies between the statements

CUT VICTIM’S THROAT 


Arthur Wooden Also Car- 
tied Hammer to Lonely 
Cabin to Slay G. W. Smith. 


CARROLLTON, Mo., March 9.—Arthur 
Wooden, 18 years old, today confessed 
that he had attacked George W. Smith 
in his lonely cabin in the woods near 
here Friday night, beat him to death 
with a hammer and robbed him of a 
check for $612 which had been paid to 
him for a team of mules. Wooden inti- 
mated that he wanted the money to pay 
the expenses of his prospective wedding.

get married,” Wooden told a clerk in 
a store here Saturday morning, as he 
sized up the fit of a new $4 suit before 
the mirror. Wooden had come to town 


It was that which led to his arrest. 

Smith was found dead in his cabin 
Monday. His throat had been cut and 
his skull fractured In. three places. Sev- 
eral days before, Smith had sold a lot 
of mules and received a check for $612. 

“I killed old man Smith,”” Wooden told 
the prosectuor this morning. “I did it 
alone and for that $612 check. Last 
Thursday I met Smith on the. road aft- 
er he had sold tne mules. He shewed 
me the check. It would take me many 
years to save $612. Last Friday night 
I left the house, where I was working, 
at just after dark. I took a hammer 
with me. . 

“IT went into Smith’s house, hit him 
twice on the head with the hammer and 
he fell to the floor. I hit him again 
and he lay still. Then I cut his throat. 
I searched his pockets and found the

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KLING AGAIN IN 


National Commission Reinstates 
Cub Catcher, Who Must Pay 
a $700 Fine. 


CINCINNATI, ' March %—John G. 
Kling, thé prominent catcher of the Chi- 
cago Nationals, will be reinstated in 
organized basebaH on his payment of a’ 
fine of $700, according to the decision 
of the National Commission made pub- 
lic today. 

The decision was signed only by 
Chairman August Herrmann and Thom- 
as J. Lynch, president of the Nationa] 
League. The name of B. B. Johnson, 
president of the American League, is 
missing. 

The commission will require Charles 
W. Murphy, president: of the Chicago 
Nationals, to show cauge why he should 
rot be fined at least $200 for violation -of 
rule 47, which forbids a club to submit a 
new contract to an ineligible player. 
Furthermore, the Chicago club will not 
be allowed to trade, sell or release Kling 
for one season, nor will it be permitted 
to pay Kling’s fine, directly or indirect- 
ly, under a ‘“‘severe’’ penalty. 

Kling was not fined for his failure 
to report to the Chicago Club nor for 
the violation of his contract, but sole- 
ly for his connection with the Mis- 
sourl Athletic Club semi-professional 
team of Kansas City and his playing 
with and against eligible players 
during the time he was with that 
club. 

Kling was fined $200 for “his action 
with veterence to his connection with 
the Mitssouri Athletic Club and par- 
ticularly in permitting an Ineligible 
player (Frazer) to participate in 
games with that club.” He will also 
be required to pay a fine of $200 for 
his violation of rule 47 and $300 ad- 
ditional for his violation of that rule 
in defiance of a notice from the com- 
mission not to do so. 

Rule 47 says that no national agree- 
ment player will be permitted to par- 
ticipate in any game with or against 
clubs harboring ineligible players or 
whose ‘owners or managers are inel- 
igible players. 

Kling will also be required to carry 
out the terms of his eriginal centract 
which still has one more season to run. 
This called for a salary of $4500 a year. 
The commission states that Kling’s ac- 
tion cannot be termed a “violation of 
contract” as it has been understood and 
accepted in baseball law. 

In speaking of the leave of absence 
granted Kling by Murphy on April 3, 
1909, the decision says that Murphy’s 
Siatements are misleading. It says that 
the leaye of absence has no bearing on 
the case, as “it was not one entered 
into or agreed upon in good faith.’’ The 
commfssion takes occasion to explain its 
action in reinstating Hal Chase of the 
New York Americans last season, say- 
ing it was not granted because of his 
ability as a player but because there 
were many extenuating circumstances.

HB football rule changes agreed 
T upon by the Intercollegiate Rules 

Committee seem all to palpably 

devised to divert an impending storm 
of disapproval agitated by the reform 
element. The changes are by no means 
necessary and same of them promise 
some queer developments during the 
coming football season. 
On their face they mean the return to 


limitation of aggressive tactics curtails 
the. chances of the lessers’ teams as 
against the greater schools. The pro- 
posal to strengthen the defense will not 
help any, and it is a certain thing that 
the trend of the new rules will be 
toward the aggrandizement of individual 
value as against that ef team worth. 

Two of the six rules seem beneficial. 
“The diving tackle would have — 
done away with long ago, had coache 
realized the superior value of the high 
tackle. Yale set the example last fall 
by practically eliminating the flying 
tackle. However, it is a good move to 
abolish it. It is simply a recognition 
of the needs of the new game essential 
to the protection of life and limb. 

Rule No. 6 is good merely because the. 
onside kick was always a chance play, 
dangerous and of small intrinsic value. 
The forward pass, to be successful, de- 
pended upon accuracy and speed, and 
was based upon piays that were scien- 
tifically devised. The kick is not killed 
but merely made harmiess. A shorter 
kick is practically useless, anyway. 

Of the other four rules some are 
worthless, as Nos. 1 and 4, and the oth- 
ers, Nos. 2 and 5, harmful. 

Rules 1 and 5 are positive detriments 
to the game. Rule 2 will add to this 
result. It will be remembered that the 
game, before 1906, was not especially 
dangerous; it was only monotonous and 
lacked the electrical effects of open 
and spectacular play. The heavy 
“guards back” plays of Woodruff of 
Pennsylvania, ground and crushed their 
way slowly towards the opponente’ goal; 
but as far as I know, never resulted 
fatally. There were “push and pull’ 
plays, too. They were not dangerous 
to life and limb because they did not 
have a dangerous momentum at the 
point of collision. The open, spectacular 
play of today does not push and pull 
its way to victory. It snaps and cracks 
its way, and sometimes fatally. 

What the public now demands is safe 
play, and spectacular, too, if it can be 
made safe. : 

The rules of 1906, fornrulated by Wal- 
ter Camp, I believe, resulted in the most 
scientifiC game ever devised, and one 
that is In keeping with American ideas 
of vigorous and manly sport. The fun- 
damentals of those rules seem right 
and wise. The offensive and defensive 
principles need no change, they simply 
need modification for their safe opera- 
tion. 


Forward Pass a Compromise. 
The onside kick ‘ane forward pass 


were concessions to a revised condition 
of rugby demanded by the public in 
order that the game wou be made 
more open and spectacular; {fh - fact, 
that onlookers might understand its in- 
ner workings. They also were distinct 
concessions to the weaker schools and 
colleges. 

These salutary benefits were realized 
beyond the Rule Committee’s concep- 
tion. Their only failure was an ex- 
cusable lack of foresight in regard to 
their safe operation. The public today 
is absolutely satisfied with the style of 
play; what spectators demand is merely 
safety. 

The abolition of the push and pul! 
feature, instead of making plays safe, 
will tend to brutalize the game beyond 
anything yet done. By weakening the 
power of the onside kick and forward 
pass you strengthen the defense back 
of the line. Without the use of the push 
and pull game the line cannot success- 
fully be broken and the flanks will be 
strengthened. 

With seven men on the line, the of- 
fensive backs will not successfully. as- 
sault the tackles with these reinforce- 
ments.

One good man 
behind th2 line can stop all tricks; be- 
cause the player with the ball is unsup- 
ported and often he will not be needed, 
since if each Mneman covers his own 
territory and blocks, he cam stop any 
one-man attack.
